Stamp Act Debate a nd Debators. 

If the remarks of threo or four inexperi- 
enced persons, can bo called a debate then 
wo had a debate on the Stamp Act on Tuos- 
<l»y. First and last was Mr. Gary. His pet 
financial 8chemo was dandled about as a 
paragon of perfection. Nothing but " pub- 
lic prejudice " opposed it; yet ho was will- 
ing to bow to public prejudice, give way to 
" tho low fellows down town " — not insist 
on stamping receipts for £10; but adopt a 
higher sum. As a matter of coarse, tho 
leader having delivered himself of a jori- 
niiade, a rodomontade, anil an eulogy on the 
Stamp Act, the lesser lights showed them- 
selves. At the crook of his finger up sprang 
Dr. Trimble to second the second readin 
At the first reading he reserved his tire for 
the second reading. At the second reading 
he reserved his firo for the Committee of tho 
"Whole. No member is forming so largo a 
reservo as the genial doctor. Possibly he 
may not reserve his remarks till the Act is 
passed and execrated at every corner of the 
streets. Or perhaps he may suddenly — like 
Wellington at Waterloo — cry out to his re- 
serve, " Up guards and at 'em!'' and thus make 
tho country ring with plaudits at his skil- 
ful generalship, and the heroic work of his 
"reserve." So far Dr. Trimble is antagonistic 
to the views anil interests of the country, and 
the probabilities are, that he will not reform. 
Hut Mr. Burnaby is an independent member 
— so very much so, that he appears as inde- 
pendent of logic as of arithmetic. Hoar 
him for his cause! "The Stamp Tax 
is about as just and equable a measure as 
could be imposed on the country. " Yet the 
logical orator, to make it more just anil 
equal," would raise the stamps from £2 re- 
ceipts to £10 or £20 receipts, and leave 
bonds and mortgages to be handled by the 
lawyers. It would be unfair to him to put 
bonds and mortgages anywhere but where he 
has left them ; yet, the greatest dunce won Id 
scarcely say that not stamping all sum.- Undei 
£10 or£20 was "ju«t and equable," or thai 
imposing a stamp of tho same value on sum" 
above £10 or £20 was ''just and equable.' 1

diately opened fire on the gunboat Cincinnati, sta- 
tioned in the advance, The rebel boats, was held 
in check by tho vigorous firing of the Cincinnati 
alone, until the Federal fleet camo to her assist- 
ance, In the meantime the robel ram, finding her 
guns ineffectual against the armor of the Cincin- 
nati, approached her, with the evident intention 
to run her down. Capt. Stample, commanding the 
latter, prepared >o meet her assault by putting his 
steam batteries in readiness for use. As the ram 
approached within close raugo of the Cincinnati, 
she (:he Cincinnati) turned her head about caus- 
ing the ram to run alongside, when Capt. Steropel 
drdw his pistol and shot the pilot of the ram 
through the head. At this time the contest was 
intensely exciting, the erews of eaoh boat being 
armed with cutlasses, carbines aud boarding pikes, 
discharging volloy alter volley In quick auccession. 

Just then the steam battery of the Cincinnati 
opened with terrible effect, throwing a volume of 
steam and scalding water into the midst of the 
rebel crew, plaeing all who appeared on desk Aor» 
de combat, and instantly cnuaod tho craft in haste. 
Iu the meantime, the rebel fleet had beon rein- 
forced by threo other vessels, among them the new 
iron-clad steamer Mallory, lately built at Memphis. 
This vessel immediately engaged the Cincinnati 
and she withstood it nobly, the shot of the enemy 
glancing from her plating without causing the 
slightest damage, while her own guns were pour- 
ing shot and shell into the enemy with powerful 
e fleet. 

During the engagement Ihe Mallory approached 
the Cincinnati with tho design of accomplishing 
what the ram failed to do. As she camo in close 
proximity, the Federal gunboat 8t Louis bore 
down upon her with a full head of steam, and 
struck her amidships, cutting her nearly in two, 
causing her to sink in a few minutes. While this 
work was progressing, the other boats of our fleet 
engaged the remainder of the enemy's fleet, und a 
■isosl terrific battle raged. Heport followed report 
irs a conlinivus roar, and a dense volume of smoke 
covered the broad river for the time, completely 
enveloping both fleets. At thie time a report 
louder than usual attracted genoral attention, and 
when the smoke lifted a little it use found that one 
of the enemy's boats was blown to atoms, nod 
scarcely hud the excitement ceased upon this 
event when a second like report was heard, and 
another of the rebel boats, with her crew, disap- 
peared — both vessels having been blown up by the 
shells from our gunboats having fired their maga- 
rince. Under cover of the dense smoke the re- 
mainder of the rebel flees retired at 20 minutes 
alter 7— the fight lasted but little over an hour. 
I he Cincinnati, which bore the brunt, was so little 
damaged that 24 hours will fit her for action. The 
St. Louis, that r«n down the Mallory, was but 
slightly injured, and is again ready for duty. No 
others of our boats were injured In the slightest 
degree. The luas of life on either side is not as- 
ceriained. 

CAIKO, May 13.— in tho naval engagement on 
SsturdaVi the gunboat Cincinnati was more seri- 
ously damaged than at fire! reported. Finding 
herself In a sinking condition she was run ashore 
in .hoal water where she gruunded. The last ar- 
rital from tho fleet stales that she had four feet of 
water on her gun-deck. A wrecking derrick has 
tone down to raise her. ll ia expected that she 
will be afloat again to-day. 

Tne gunboat Mound City which was struck by 
the rebel Ki.ui, and ran into shoal water and set- 
tled on the bottom, has been pumped out aud ar- 
rived nere to day, in tow, for repairs. 

During the heat of the engagement one rebel 
boat got hold of one of our bouio-ketchers, but af- 
ter a short engagement the gunboat Benton com- 
pelled her to release the priie.

European Paragraphs. 

The gross public income of ihe United* 
Kingdom in Itia year ended Ihe 30th Sep- 
tember was jeG£>,800,100 10a. lid.; the total 
e.vpandilure wns £71,251,076 8s. 7d, ; the 
excess of expenditure over inoouie in Ihe 
y»ar being £1,445,515 J Is. 8d. The balances 
in the exchequer on the same dateamounied 
to £2,882,001 0s, 7d. Tho nggregalo amouul 
of revenue derived from taxation in the ibree 
yoara ending December 3, 1860, in the 
United Kingdom, was £191,827,391. In 
1858 it was £61, 591, 421: in I860, £03,249,- 
023 ; in 1860, £66,980,944, Proporlionalely 
to the mean of population and revenue from 
taxation in April 8, 1861, England would 
have -185 representatives, instead of 5C0, as 
at prdsont; Scotland, 74, instead of 53; and 
Irsstand, 99, instead of 105. 

A Turin correspondent of (ha Paris 1'resse, 
writing on the 1st inst,, says; " I have seen 
a letter from Home of tho 28lh January, 
containing rninuto details respecting the 
health of Ihe Pope.
